AND SERVICE

PROSTHETIC APPLIANCES 
FOR DISABLED VETERANS. 
Disabled veterans who are in 
need of appliance because of a 
service-connected condition; for 
a disease or injury for which 
hospitalization has been author- 
ized; or as an incident of domi- 
ciliary (Soldiers Home) care, 
will be furnished such appli- 
ances as they may need without 
cost to them. However, they 
must have been discharged un- 
der other than dishonorable 
conditions. 
Prosthetic appliances include 


| artificial limbs and eyes, braces, 


trusses, orthopedic shoes, spec- 
ial clothing, crutches, canes, 
wheelchairs, eyeglasses, hearing’ 
aids, etc., nd fitting and train- 
ing in the use of the appliances, 
A prosthetic repair card is also 
given to the disabled veteran 
which allows him to have re- 
pairs and replacements taken 
care of in his own community, 
under certain conditions, 

Prosthetic appliances may be 
furnished by the VA if indicat- 
ed for: 

1. Treatment of a service-con- 
nected disability or for an as- 
sociated condition held as ag- 
gravating the SC disability. 

2. For a disease or injury not 
service-connected for which hos- 
pital care has been authorized 
or when required to improve 


|the condition of the patient so 


hospitalized in a VA hospital 
or home. 

3. To retired personnel who 
have lost a limb, or use there- 
of, through injury or disease in- 
curred in line of duty in active 
service. 

4. To trainees under Public 
Law, 16, 78th Congress, when 
medically determined necessary 
to prevent interruption of train- 
ing
